said she kept Alice there because 
her father did not want to see the 
child. 
The grandfather said his 
daughter had one child and “when 
she brought this other one home I 
had to do something to make her 
realize this thing couldn't go on.’’ 
Alice’s 
legs—once 
spindly 
and 
weak from rickets—are plump and 
carry her about in a tottery fashion. 
Her cheeks are chubby and tanned 
by plenty of sunshine and there’s a 
ready smile on her lips.

“Christ and the Lost” was the 
theme of the sermon delivered Sun­ 
day morning by the Rev, George 
H Berkheimer, pastor of the Trinity 
Lutheran church, Arendtsville. The 
text was taken from Luke 
15:2, 
“This man received sinners.” 
Citing the sermon of the four par­ 
ables found in the text, the Rev. Mr. 
Berkheimer said: “There are those 
who are lost in the sense in which 
the stray sheep was lost. Losing the 
shepherd it had lost its guide. 
It 
had no sense of direction. It did not 
the road and came to w it In * tlm OW the way back. And there are 
multitudes today who are thus lost. 
They are masterless men. All such, 
according to Jesus, are lost. 
“Then there are those who are lost 
in the sense in which the piece of 
silver was lost. This coin was not 
lost in that it had ceased to be silver 
and had become some baser metal. 
It was still silver. It was lost in that 
it was out of circulation. 
Jesus 
reckons as lost every man who is 
out of circulation, every man who is 
making no helpful contact with his 
fellows. 
Wasters Lost 
“There are those who are lost in 
the sense in which the prodigal son 
was lost. He is not at home; he is 
in the far country. He is not a 
worker; he is a waster. Every man 
who is squandering his God-given 
energies in a way hurtful to him­ 
self and hurtful to others, is in a 
true sense wasting his substance, and 
is reckoned by Jesus as lost.” 
A fourth way of being lost was 
given by the pastor as that of the 
elder son. “He is not away in the far 
country among swine as is the case 
with his prodigal brother. He is in 
an environment that is wholesome 
and clean. In what sense, then is 
this decent, earnest and hard-work­ 
ing son lost? He is lost in that he 
is absolutely out of sympathy with 
both his father and his brother. He 
has not love for the father nor for 
his brother. And Jesus reckons as 
lost every loveless man, every man 
who looks upon his brother with 
cold and critical eyes, regardless of 
how utterly his despised brother may 
have wasted his substance with riot­ 
ous living. 
“They Stray Away" 
“How do we get lost? 
There are 
those who get lost just as the sheep. 
They do not do it intentionally. 
They stray away thoughtlessly and 
without being conscious at first they 
are lost. We drift carelessly and

It had heard tes­ 
timony for nearly two weeks, and 
deliberated more than ten hours. 
Judge Howard W. Hughes will de­ 
termine the penalty under the old 
common-law offenses of malfeas­ 
ance and nonfeasance, on Thursday, 
unless the new trial motion has been 
filed by that time. 
Second Trial Tuesday 
Brownmilier was the first of 12 
democrats to go on trial under in­ 
dictments growing out of charges 
made by former Attorney General 
Charles J. Margiotti during the bit­ 
ter democratic primary campaign 
in 1938. 
The second trial starts temorrow. 
The defendants, H H. Temple, for­ 
mer chief engineer in the highways 
department, and James P. Kirk and 
Victor Skok, insurance agents, were 
indicted on charges of conspiracy 
to monopolize the bonding, business 
of contractors for state construction 
in western Pennsylvania.

dian province of Orissa, in Eastern 
India, has decided to introduce pro­ 
hibition. 
Provinces of British India where 
prohibition already operates in cer­ 
tain areas are Bombay. Madras, the 
C entral 
Provinces, the Northwest 
Frontier. Assam, and Bihar. Bengal 
and the P unjab are the only pro­ 
vinces where some measure of pro­ 
hibition isn’t contemplated. 
The Orissa move followed a re ­ 
cent decision by the provincial gov­ 
ernm ent of Sind to introduce a 
seven-year 
prohibition 
scheme. 
Main criticism of such proposals 
comes from those who say th at In ­ 
dia’s economic system won’t be able 
to stand 
the consequent loss of 
revenue.

Harrisburg, June 2G < AP)—Penn­ 
sylvania’s only Indian reservation 
today attracted the eye of Richard 
P. Brown, secretary of the common­ 
wealth’s new Department of Com­ 
merce, as a money-making tourist 
attraction—if it were better-adver­ 
tised and easier to reach. 
“Few people realize that right 
here in Pennsylvania we have an 
Indian reservation where full-blood­ 
ed Indians, descendants of Chief 
Corn pl an ter, of the Seneca tribe, 
still live,” Brown said. 
Roads to the reservation, in W ar­ 
ren county, close to the New York 
state line, are not very good, but 
Brown suggested that the north­ 
western Pennsylvania area “if pro­ 
perly developed and advertised will 
draw increased tourist trade to our 
state.” 
“A county planning commission, 
together 
with local 
officials, in­ 
terested civic groups and state agen­ 
cies, could do much to develop the 
recreational possibilities of this area, 
including its proper advertisement 
and access to traveled routes,” he 
said. 
Brown said 1930 census figures 
.showing only 34 Indians living on 
the reservation are “misleading,” 
since many of the tribe travel with 
wild west shows or engage in movies 
and professional athletics, but re­ 
turn home “to visit their families 
and to attend tribal ceremonies.”

Russian Count, Columnist, 
Says He Was Tarred, Feathered 


Warrenton, Va., June 26 (AP) — 
Fauquier county authorities sought 
the arrest today of three young Vir­ 
ginia socialites on charges by Count 
Igor Cassini, youthful Russian chit­ 
chat columnist for a Washington 
newspaper that he was lured from 
a horse show dance at the exclusive 
Warrenton Country club, abducted 
and then tarred and feathered. 
A friend of the Russian nobleman, 
Thomas A P. Krock, son of Arthur 
Krock, political writer, said Cassini 
told him he had been threatened by 
one of five men who met him outside 
the club early Sunday. 
Krock, arrested after the Cassini 
incident on a charge of carrying a 
concealed weapon, said the pistol he 
had was unloaded. 
He had it with 
him, he said, because he was afraid 
“they would get me, too.” 
In warrants sworn out Sunday 
night after hospital treatm ent for 
removal of the tar and feathers and 
minor brush burns, Cassini named 
Ian Montgomery, Colin Montgomery 
and Alexander Calvert. He did not 
know the others he said attacked 
him, his friend Krock reported. 
The Montgomerys objected, Cas­ 
sini said, to an item in his column 
which commented on the fact that 
the 
Montgomerys’ 
father, 
R. 
H. 
Montgomery, a gentleman farmer, 
had not received an invitation to the 
garden party at the British embassy 
during the recent visit of the British 
king and queen. 
Friends of the Montgomerys said, 
however, the family regarded the 
omission of an invitation for Mont­ 
gomery as an oversight rather than 
a slight. His wife was invited to the 
garden party at the request of her 
brother, the Rev. Guy St. John Ver­ 
non, one-time tutor to King George. 
Krock, released in $250 bail after 
several hours in jail, was docketed 
for a hearing today. 
Krock said Cassini told him he 
was dancing at the country club 
when a doorman told him someone 
had bumped into his automobile. 
When he left the club to investigate 


five men grabbed him, forced him 
into a car and after driving ten miles 
into the country, stripped him and 
covered him with tar and feathers, 
then one of the men made a serious 
threat. 
He was dissuaded, however, 
by others in the group. 
Cassini 
has frequently 
f o u n d 
column material among prominent 
1 persons in the Warrenton and Mid­ 
dleburg hunt country. 
He is a 
I grandson of the late Count Arthur 
Cassini, Russian ambassador to the 
United States during the McKinley 
and Theodore Roosevelt administra­ 
tions.

London (AP)—A lot of people are 
mad at Jacob Epstein again. That’s 
not exactly big news, though, because 
I some people are mad at him most 
of the time, 
Epstein is a 59-year-old American- 
j born Jew of Russian-Polish blood 
who hammers .statues out of huge 
chunks of various kinds of stone. 
Every time he finishes a statue, 
he tags it with a provocative name 
and exhibits it to thousands of peo­ 
ple. Then a good many of them go 
home to write letters to the editor 
and other pieces for the paper. 
They say things like: “How much 
longer are these modern sculptors 
I to offend the eyes and souls of Chris­ 
tian men by the showing of such 
I works?” 
“Adam” the Newest 
Epstein’s newest work is “Adam.” 
Its an unusually frank nude male 
figure of alabaster, six feet high. The 
head is titled back, thick legs sup­ 
port the heavy torso and the huge 
arms bend in, with fingers stretched 
flat on the muscular breast. 
The sculptor, who says it’s his 
most important wont, explains: 
"I saw Adam as epitomizing man's 
appetite and aspirations.” 
^ 
A good many people thiffk he 
might have been more modest about 
it. 
Tills isn’t the first time Epstein 
has gone to tile Bible. A year and 
a half ago lie finished “Consumma­ 
tion Est” (It Is Finished), a huge 
recumbent Christ witli an Egyptian- 
like head. 
Declared one art critic: “In emo­ 
tional comparison it is as lf one said 
Boo’ in a thunder storm.” 
Draws Big Crowds 
But the people came to see it by 
the thousands. They did it with his 
previous Christ (without a beard) 
a few years ago. Thut one was “Ecce 
Homo” (Behold the Man). 
Epstein started his art career in 
1907, about tile time he became a 
British subject. Each of his massive 
carvings since lias started a con­ 
troversy. But he gets many com­ 
missions and his statues are shown 
in museums all over Europe. 
“Genesis” in 1931 created the most 
violent storm—up to 1931. It is a 
large marble figure of a long-armed, 
big-handed, jutting jawed, pregnant, 
nude female. 
Hardly 
anyone, 
except 
Epstein 
liked it, but it drew thousands into 
art galleries. 
Statue Shot At 
Epstein’s works have made ordi­ 
narily placid Britons anything but 
placid. Daubs of paint, tar and 
feathers, and acid have illustrated 
public contempt. And when a long 
police vigil over “Day.” a mechan­ 
ically proportioned mother with a 
child, was relaxed, an outraged citi­ 
zen took a couple of pot shots at 
the statue with a gun.
